In  recent  years ;   there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  coTumercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data,  for  each- county  over  an  extended  period  of  time-     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have- assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost»     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  Sta.te 
and  federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  ¥«  Strajid 
State— v/ide  7/ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  i\,gri cultural  Economics 
and  Sta/fci sties  projects,     'This  is  a  report  of  work  com.pleted  on  Official 
Project  &5-1-72--155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration «     Official  Project 
665-72-3—36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  27  and  29« 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara.- 
tion  of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publica.tion  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  ^iven  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.

Jackson  County,  originally  part  of  old  Du"buque  County,  was  established 
in  1837  ?nd  named  for  General  Andrew  Jackson,     The  first  settlers  came  in  as 
soon  as  the  Indian  title  was  extin^ished  and  took  claims  along  the  Maquoketa 
River, 

Among  the  earliest  pioneers  were  William  Jones,  James  Armstrong,  Alexander 
Reed,  Thomas  Nicholson,  David  Dias,  and  his  sons.     They  built  cahins  in  the 
forests  and  cleared  timher  for  farms  near  the  Mississippi  River  in  the  vicinity 
of  Bellevue,     James  McCahe ,  Nicholas  Carroll  and  many  others  made  claims  near 
Sahula,     J»  E.   Goodenow  took  a  claim  in  the  spring  of  1838  and  the  next  yea^r 
laid  out  a  toxm  which  he  named  Springfield.     In  1856  the  name  was  changed  to 
Maquoketa,     In  1837  John  Kindley  took  a  claim  and  platted  a  to\m  and  named  it 
in  honor  of  Andrew  Jackson, 

The  county  was  formally  organized  on  April  2,  1838.     l/    The  county-seat 
was  loca.ted  at  Bellevue,  which  had  been  laid  out  in  1835o     Bellevue  had  also 
served  as  the  common  coimty-seat  for  Jackson,  Jones,  and  Linn  counties  when 
they  were  first  established  in  1837.     The  county- seat  was  moved  to  Andrew  in 
1848,  but  was  returned  to  Bellevue  in  1851.     It  was  moved  again  to  Andrew  in 
1861,  but  in  1873  it  was  located  at  Maquoketa  where  it  has  remaineda 

The  Davenport  and  St,  Paul  Railroad  and  the  Midland  Railroa-d  completed 
branch  lines  to  Maquoketa  in  1870,  2/ 

Andrew  was  the  home  of  Iowa's  first  Governor,  Ansel  Briggs,  who  wa.s  Gov- 
ernor from  1846  to  1850,  and  the  State  has  erected  a  monument  to  his  mem.ory  in 
the  local  cemetery.  3/ 

Area 

Ja.ckson  County  has  an  area  of  632  square  miles  4/,  or  404,480  acres.  Of 
this  nujnber,  579,873  acres  are  farm  land,     5/     There  are  18  toraships  in  the 
county  and  it  ranks  seventeenth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,

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Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  47.7  degrees.  6/ 

The  average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1876-1930)  was  33,62  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  151  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  2  and 
September  30,   recorded  from  1908  to  1930.  7/ 

Population 

The  Territorial  census  of  1840  listed  1,411  inhabitants  in  the  coi;jity. 
The  oO'Oulation  increased  steadily  until  1880  when  23,751  residents  were  enu- 
merated.    Tile  i^opulation  remained  more  or  less  constant  until  1900,  but  since 
then  there  has  been  a  noticeable  decline.     In  1930  there  were  29  persons  -leT 
square  uiile  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.     The  following  table  shows 
the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals,'.

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Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  9  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  cou- 
nty—1  elevator,   5  creameries,  and  3  livestock  enterprises. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,947  members,  of  which  1,769  were  active,  and  3,216 
persons  did  "business  with  the  9  concerns,     'The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $1,514,546  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$41,913  v.'orth  of  business-. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively^     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  cormnodities  for  their  members  and  patronso  _1_5/ 


Fruit 

The  greatest  number  of  apple  trees,  53:426,  was  recorded  in  1884,  brut  the 
greatest  production,   56,303  bushels,  was  listed  in  1894.     In  1934  there  \?ere 
only  9,157  trees^and  2,227  bushels  reported.     The  greatest  number  of  plum 
trees,  7,027,  were  listed  in  1909,   the  greatest  production,  702  bushels,  was 
recorded  in  1874,     The  best  year  for  cherries  was  1909,  when  12,461  trees  and 
2,917  bushels  vvere  reported.     In  1894,  the  record  year  for  grapes,  there  v/ere 
16,496  vines  and  80  ,  504  pounds  recorded.  16/

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Com 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  com  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  com,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  com  cut  for  silage,  (4)  com  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  onljr  that  actually  husked-  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  a.dded  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  huskedc  This  assumes  that 
acreo-^j'e  not  husked  vrould  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  com 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  Sta.te  assessors'  office  because 
it  W3.S  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  a.creages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest^   which  would  have  a  different  and  lovrer 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  ajid  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acrea.ge  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked»     The  t_ot.al  com  acreage  is  shovm 
by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  totaj  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  co'onty  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1935  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  a.ll  other  years  actual  township  productions  m.ay  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  ai-e , 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1, 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  frrm 
assessors'  figureso 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  ohe  last 
four  yeFTs  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  23  and  com- 
parison with  these  figares  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  oy  the 
unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
